Pushing the Stee! Acrose Prairie and 
Mountain in True Western 
P , Fashion 

A report received at the Grand 
Trunk Pacific headquarters regarding 
track laying on its new western lines 
shows progress as follows: Up to 
the present time on the main line the; 
track is now 1,074 miles west of Win- 
nipeg beyond the Yellowhead Pass on 
the western slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. On the Alberta coal branch 
which {is being built from Bickerdike 
{n to the Brazean coal fields, the track 
has been pushed 21.4 miles south of 
the former place. On the Tofleld- 
Calgary branch steel has been laid 
106.3 miles south of Tofield and on the 
Young-Prince Albert branch it has 
been laid 67,3 miles north of Young. | 
The entire branch between Melville 
and Regina has been completed, a 
mileage of 98.4 as has also the fifty- 
two miles between Melville & Canora. 
On the Regina-Moose Jaw branch the 
end of steel is now 1.1 miles west of 
Regina. Upwards of 500 miles of 
grading on branch lines is now com- 
pleted awaiting the delivery of steel 
for track-laying to be resuined. On 
the mountain division it is now at the 
mouth of the tunnel, 104 miles east 
of “rince Rupert. 

Armies of men and teams making up 
the construction forces are now en- 
gaged in transporting supplies along 
the Fraser River between Tete Juane 
Cache and Fort George in British Col- 
umbia and this entire section of the 
line coverin; 190 miles will be a busy 
scene of action until “east and west 
meet” on the new Transcontinental, 
for it will be in British Columbia that 
the crowning event in the completion 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
will be celebrated by the driving of 
the golden spike that will connect the 
Atlantic with the Pacific over the 
raila of the only Transcontinental 
Railway on the North American'con- 
tinent situated wholly within the Do- 
minion of Canada.

How the Bedouln Captures a Bride 
When Her Parents Oppose His 
5 Suit. 


Just as it is allowable with the Be- 
douin to steal camels, so the young 
men may help one another to steal 
wives from other tribes, For ex- 
ample, says the Wide World, notice 
will be given beforehand by a youth 
to the parents of the girl that, since 
she has not yet been asked for, he 
wants her and is willing to pay such 
and such a price. 

Only the rich can afford to buy 
themselves pretty wives, for the price 
is sometimes considerable. Bosides 
camels, goatts, sheep and clothing, a 
large'sum) in money/must also be’ paid. 
It often happens that the parents of 
the girl refuse to give her at the price 
fixed, or declare that they wish to 
keep her longer, or that she is too 
young. 

‘this may continue antil the young 
man ig exasperated and will not be 
put off any longer. He then forms a 
comp&ny of his companions, all 
mounted and well armed, while he 
also mounts on camels and horses ten 
women of his camp. They go secret- 
ly to the camp where the girl is, and 
while the young man and his com- 
panions wait with their rifles loaded 
and ready outside the tent, the women 
go into the apartment of the harem 
and bring the girl out by force. 

It is not allowable for strange men 
to enter the harem quarters, neither 
would it be proper for the father of 
the girl to resist or tonch strange wo- 
men. The women easily, overpower 
the mother and women servants, and, 
setting the girl on a horse or camel 
gorgeously decked, they set off home- 
ward with thelr company. She. is 
then taken to the tent of the young 
man, who makes a feast,-and. with 
this the marriage ceremony is com 
plete, 

From the time that a Bedonuin is 18 
years of age until hé dies of old age 
he js more or less looking out for new 
wives. By law Mohammedans. are 
never allowed to have more than four 
at the same time, but they easily 
evade this regulation by divorcing 
one, which simply means sending her 
back to her parents, This is often be- 
cause she has borne him no song. Sv, 
it ppens that the old shelkha al- 
most always have young Wives. 

It {s considered effeminate for a 
man to show’ affectién toward h'r 
wives, at least openly. One -of .ihe 
young sheikhs of the. Adwans - Moutha. 
fy, who recently lost his young and 
only wife acknowledged to he the 
prettiest girl in the tripe, shed tears 
at her grave. For this he was much 
laughed at by his companions, who 
said: “If a man's wife die’he can 
easily procure himself another.” But 
for a deceased father, brother, or even 
a mother, they think 1t-does not show 
weakness to mourn, ’ 

This seeming indifference to wo 
men has undoubtedly grown out of 
the ideu the men entertain. that the 
express appreciation of them would 
be weak and unmanly. The Bedouing, 
in private, treat their wives with more 
consideration than {s generally shown 
among Orientals, especially so if they 
have borne sons.

I follow the seeder with the sur- 
face packer to pack the warm moist 
earth around the seed. This induces 
a quick germination. When the grain 
is four to six inches high, harrow with 
light harrows, I use home-made har- 
rows; made for the purpose of weed- 
ing and harrowing the grain. My 
main object in harrowing is to culti- 
vate, to encourage rapid growth. 

Spring and Fall Sowing 

Regarding spring plowing I adopt 
similar methods, The packer ‘follows 
the plow and the drag plaak the pack- 
er, to make a uniform seed bed and 
harrowing can be done afterwards. 

Similar methods are used in fall 

plowing. The seed bed is prepared 
in the fall, but I would not sow in fall, 
but early in the spring. This is where 
{a number of farmers fall down on 
fall plowing and wonder why their 
crops are light and weedy, as fall 
! plowing will ripen a crop quicker than 
spring plowing. After breaking for 
fallow one can let it He for a week or 
two to allow weeds to sta‘i, for they 
can be easily killed by tho havvow 
before sowing. Fall plowina should 
always be given a stroke of the har- 
row as soon as the snow goes off, to 
prevent a crust forming and to con- 
serve moisture. 

To sum up, the secrets of growing 
a good quality of grain and higher 
ylelds are: a good seed, a good seed 
bed and uniformity of seed and seed 
bed. By the methods outlined the 
result will be a quicker germination 
by the use of the packer after the 
drill in.a well prepared seed bed, 
while harrowing of the growing grain 
| will induc® rapid growth, and con- 
serve moisture, The wise farmer will 
| leave nothing to chance, I have out- 
) ined my methods, but I do not lay 
}claim that they are the best. The 
| principles are the same by whatever 
method we adopt along these lines.

- The great obstacle to the general.| 
adoption of a vegetable diet is not) 
physiological or ethical or philosoph- 
ical. It is economic. We cannot all 
be vegetarians, because there are not 
vegetables enough in the world for us} 
to eat; atid, moreover, the surface of | 
the earth, under present conditions | 
and modes of culture, could not pro- 
duce enough to feed us all. It could 
do so under ideal conditions; but these 
conditions now seem far from realiza- 
tion. These considerations advanced 
against world-wide vegetarians by 
Prof. Alonzo E, Taylor, of the Univer: | 
sity of Pennsylvania in the Popular | 
Science Monthly, New York (Decem- 
ber), seem to rest on a different basis 
from the ordinary srguments on either 
side, says Taylor, that a vegetable diet 
may physiologically fii all the require- 
ments.

Storage of Potaeoes 


The following are the three essen- 
tinla for the proper storage of pota- 
toes: 

1. They must be kept cool, from 
33 to 85 deg. F., being the best 
temperture. This is very important 
so as to prevent sprouting which 
weakness the vitality of the tubers 
for seed purposes. 

2. They must have good ventil- 
ation, which is necessary to prevent 
the shread of rot. 

8. They must be kept dark. A 
cool, dark, well ventilated cellar, 
fairly dry, isa very good place to 
store see potatoes on the ordinary 
farm. A good cold storage chaniber 
ta betfer still, anda well constructed 
and well ventilated pit is also good. 
Some -up-to-date growers three or 
four weeks before planting .time 
xpread their seed patatoes out in the 
light it a temperature of from 60 te 
70 deg... and allow them to develop 
sprouts from a half to an inch long. 
Such sprouts-are strong and stubby 
ahd not easily broken off, and if 
handled with cate will hasten the 
maturity of the crop, and also in- 
crease the yield. 


“*T was once called to attend a 
horse which was suffering from 
tuothache,’’ said a’ Philadelphia 
dentist.

some day supply the greater part of 
the Province of Quebec with power.

IN THE HOUSE OF DOMITIAN 


MONEY IN' SUNKEN HULLS 


Interesting Discoveries in the Palace 
of a Roman Emperor 


Prof. Boni's explorations of the 
house of Domitian, on the Palatine 
between the house of Augustus and 
that of Tiberius, are, leading to inter- 
esting archaeological discoveries. 80 
far the researches have been limited 
to the areas of the atrium, or roofed 
|court, with {its prolongation, or tab- 
; lintum, and to the triclinium, or din- 
ing hall. 

In the court a rectangular central 
pigcina with reinains of an octagonal 
basin inside of it has been discovered, 
while on the walls small nitches and 
low marble pillars have been found, 
and these are evidently intended for 
small bronze statues and figures of 
birds and animals, which serve as 
ornaments to the fountain. All the 
marble facing of the piscina has disap- 
| peared and only the bricks which gup- 
ported the marble slabs that covered 
the sides and bottom of the basin have 
been found, 

The finds in the triclintum consist 
of a great portion of the pavement in 
small slabs of precious marbles laid 
over bricks placed upright so as to 
prevent dampness from damaging the 
{marble, several large fragments of 
‘columns and broken pieces from the 
walls and ceiling. Evidently the build- 
| ing collapsed owing to an earthquake 

followed by a fire which completed its 
destruction. Perhaps some of the 
sculptures were save from the ruin, 
but the building was left as it fell. 

In time earth accumulated over It 
and the grass grew. Pope Paul III. 
between 1534 and 1550 laid out the 
Farnese Gardens over the site where 
the house of Domitian stood. Two 
hundred years later the first excava- 
tions took place and the archaelogist 
Blanchini discovered the walls of the 
court and dining-room covered with 
rare marbles, which he removed, He 
| carried away sixteen Corinthian col- 
umng of Numidian marble of extraord- 
inary size and excellent workmanship, 
colossal statues in marble and bronze 
and other works of art, some of which 
are in the museums of Naples and 
Parma.

But still there are many persons 
who believe in the eventual discovery 
of the hiding place of one or more of 
these treasure hulls, and occasionally 
we hear of a hopefui who has become 
possessesed of “dope” tending to be 
an exact chart of the location of a 
famous sunken bullion ship, and not 
jong after we hear of him again, as 
returning from a fruitless search for 
these riches, 

There are very few authentic treas- 
ure ships which still lie at the bottom 
of the ocean and which the more hope- 
ful treasure hunters believe will some 
day be discovered. Not the least of! 
these is the L’Orient, sunk off the! 
African coast somewhere and reported 
to have stowed away in her chests 
some $3,000,000 in gold and jewels. 

Ancient Spanish records are auth- 
ority.for a large number of vessels 
lost with priceless cargoes of gold, 
silver and jewels, but there is a very 
slight chance that any of them. will 
ever be discovered. However, expedi- 
tions in search of these treasure ships 
often prove pleasant and healthy ex- 
cursions for some enthusiastic hunters 
of riches, 

It can hardly be said, however, that 
sunken vessels do not yield profit, 
especially in these days, when, w'ta 
the improved methods of salvage, it 
is an easy matter to raise a ship tout 
is sunk, even in very deep water, if 
the wreckers have knowledge .of the 
exact. location of the hull. It is said 
that nearly 2,000 vessels are lost eavil 
year and estimating the combined luas 
of vessel and cargoes, the figure 
reaches approximately $1,000,000. 

It seems, therefore, that the only 
profitable system of recovering whut 
is contained in sunken ships, is that 
employed by the up-to-date salvage 
companies. 

A great percentage of the marine 
losses is sOffered on the chain of 
Great Lakes. Never a summer piayv 
es but there is innumerable ship- 
wrecks on these treacherous lak2s. 
At this writing there is a vessel lyin’ 
just outside the harbor of Buffalo, the 
Richardson, which sank in a gale a| 
couple of years ago when within four 
miles of the break-wall.

Paper Bricks and. Barley. Bullets 
While there -is- nothing like “linen 
for papfer-making, many other taings 
will serve as substitutes. For in- 
ance: Patents have been issued in 
rious countries for the manufacture 
of paper from barley, oats, rice, Indian 
corn, peas, beans, alfalfa, ramie, pine- 
needles, sugar cane refuse, jute, moss 
seaweed, tobacco, lichens, the leav 
and bark of trees, beets, potatoes, and 
ether equally strange things. In most 
cases the price of manufacture is ex- 
cessive when we consider the quality 
of the product. The great bulk of our 
paper—not the begt, but that most 
commonly used—is made, ag most peo- 
ple know, of the wood of certain con- 
iferous trees, chiefly spruce and lare). 

Paper can be made from nearly any- 
thing, and nearly anything.can be 
made from paper. 

With compressed paper are made 
wheels, rails—cannon, hors? sloeé, 
polishers for gems, bicycles, and 
phalted tubes for gas or electric wir-

With wood-pulp.and zinc sulphate 

there has been an attempt in Berlin, 
to make artificial bricks for paving. 
After subjecting them to a pressure of 
2,000 tons per cubic centimetre, they 
are baked for forty-eight hour. In 
similar fastion are made roofing-tiles 
and water-pipes. Telegraph poles 
made of rolled sheets of paper are 
hollow, lighter than wood, and resist 
weather well. 
In Japan they make, of paper, cloth- 
ing, window frames, lanterns, unbrel- 
las, handkerchiefs, artificial’ leather, 
etc. In the United States, and even 
in Germany, ar2 made paper coffins. 
In Germany they make paper barrels, 
vases and milk bottles. 

Straw hats may now be bought in- 
to which enters not an atom of straw. 
They are made of narrow paper strips, 
dyed yellow. Artificial sponges .are 
made of cellulose or paper-pulp. Mr. 
Calviez has taken out a patent for 
paper thread to be used in sewing 
shoes, and Chardonnett’s artificlal silk 
js made on a basis of paper-pulp. 

The use of paper in industry may 
be indefinitely extended. It is em- 
ployed to make imitation porcelain, for 
bullets, shoes, billiard-table cloth, 
sails, boards for building, imperme-. 
able bags for cement and-powdered 
substances, boats and vessels for wa- 
ter. There has even been made a pa- 
per stove, which {s sald to have stood 
the fir. well. Cellulose may be used 
to prepare a waterproof coating that 
may be applied like paint. Whole 
houses have been built of paper: in 
Norway there is a church holding 1,000 
persons, built entirely of it, even to 
the belfry. 


Individual Effort 

This is essentially an age of co- 
operation, and wisely so, for it is just 
as true to-day as it ever was that “in 
union there is strength.”

They were 
of the best make obtainable and when 
the dealer was appealed to he sald 
he was ‘unable to prevent the same 
thing happening in the store, where 
the chimneys stood on the shelves, 
quite without “pressure from burner 
at the base. 

The little, slender student lamp 
chimheys seem the more lable to this 
sort of accident, and when they have

half dozen or dozen, thereby getting 
them at a reduction. Then put them 
on the fire in a big kettle of cold 
water and bring it to a boil. The 
water should cool with the chimneys 
in it, After this wash.and lay them 
away on a shelf, each wrapped in soft 
tissue paper. The treatment tough- 
ens the glass and a clean chimney is 
always ready in case of emergency.

RAILWAY  COMMI88ION WANTS 
CONSIDERABLE INFORMATION 


Counse! for Raliway Companies Are 
Very Reluctant in Supplying Infor- 
mation Required, and Say That it 
Would Take Five Years to Finish 
the Detalis Asked for by the Com- 
mission. 


Ottawa, Ont.—Before the railway 
commission, H, W. Whitla submitted 
& list of material wich as counsel for 
the government he desired the rail: 
way companies to supply in. connec- 
tion with the western freight rate 
{nvestigation. The list was a formid- 
able one, and covering in its scope al- 
most every side of railway business. 
Strong opposition was made to the 
list by counsel for the railway com- 
athe “We understood,” said Mr. 

hippen, “that this was to be an in- 
quiry into freight rates. What then, 
do we want all this trash for? Let us 
cut out all this ancient history; if you 
fire all this at us you will suffocate 
us." 

“If the railways find it impossible 
to supply ys with information neces- 
sary to carry on the investigation in 
a thorough manner,” retorted Mr. 
Whitla, “then I will have to ask the 
board to issue an order requesting 
the companies to supply all their 
books to be examined by government 
experts.” 

“How long will it take?” asked 
judge Mabee, “to supply information 
asked for by Mr. Whitla?” “Oh, per- 
haps we can furnish it in five years’ 
time,” sald Mr. Phippen sarcastically. 

Mr. Whitla sugrgsted adjourning for 
two months to give the railways time 
to find out what they are willing to 
supply and what they are not, but 
Judge Mabee objected. “After two 
months,” he said, ‘we will find that 
we have not advanced from the pres- 
ent position and that the information 
has not been submitted, I suggest 
that the commission meet again on 
March 8. We have decided to incor. 
porate the Vancouver rate case also.” 
“I think that we can furnish all the 
board wants,” sald Mr. Chrystler, “and 
I am confident that the board will sus- 
tain us in any objections we make as 
to the relevancy of these requests to 
the investigation now in hand.” 

“Don’t be too sure of that,” retorted

ASQUITH REPLIES TO CRITICS 


Declares That Home Rule Must Pre- 
cede House of Lords Reform in 
House 

London, England.—The amendment 
to the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne, move in the House 
of Commons was rejected by a vote 
of 324 to 231 It was alleged that the 
government had not fuifilled its pledg- 
es to reconstruct the House of Lords. 

In summing up for the Government 
Premier Asquith declared that there 
was no truth in the statements of the 
Opposition that pledges nad been giv 
en that the reconstitution of the House 
of Lords should precede Home Rule. 
The proper time for that, he said, was 
not before, but after the settlement 
of the Irish question. A scheme for 
reforming the second chamber would 
be submitted during the lifetime of 
the present parliament, but an ideal 
system of representative democratic 
government would necessitate not 
only the reconstruction of the Hou - 
of Lords but an alteration of the 
whole base of representation in the 
House of Commons.

Earl Sandte Machine Turns Turtle and 
He Walks to Shore 

Erie, Ont.—Earl Sandt, a young 
aviator, the first birdman to fly over 
the Great Lakes from the United 
States to Canada, came to grief ten 
miles out on the lake Northeast Pa., 
while attempting a return flight to the 
American shore.

ted, show at least 13,000,000 gallons 
of good spring water available daily, 
the only condition being an adequate 
system for bringing it into the city. 
Mr. Kelso points out that Victoria in 
the early days faced this same prob- 
lem, with results that are well known, 
In all, Regina now controls. seven pub- 
lic utilities: electric light, water 
works, sewage, street railway, dispos- 
al works, street paving and gas plant, 
the latter being the most recent un- 
dertaking.

Vedrines, the Frenchman, Will 
Explorer to Reach Hie Goal 


Paris, France.—Jules Vedrines, the 
famous aviator, is preparing, in con- 
junction with Dr, Charcot, the cele- 
brated French explorer, an  expedi- 
tion to the South Pole, the last 1,250 
miles of which is to be covered by 
aeroplane. 

“It is compartively easy to get with- 
in 1,200 miles of the South Pole by 
boat,” said Vedrine. “From this 
point we will continue by aeroplane. 
.The cold is not excessive at the most 
favorable period and by taking the dir- 
ect, air-line we ought to be able to 
reach the pole in a few days, We do 
not expect to start before two years. 
It will take that time to prepare for 
the expedition.”
